Kkow Big Inertsas 

During the month of October, de¬ 
liveries tkf naphtha to Regal Oil Re¬ 
finery from Tumer Valley field waa 
the largest la history. Total for Oc¬ 
tober wrss 88f56B barrels compared 
with 1],90& barrels in SapCembcr. 

The large increase ia shipments 
waa made up principally by the ex¬ 
cellent performance of the ^ East 
Crest and Okalta wells. Ni>st Crest 
shipped 18,199 barrels of naphtha, 
fiespita the fact that owring to aepar- 
at4ir adjustments, the No. 2A well 
was not on continuous operstion dur¬ 
ing the month. This ia an average 
for the two East Crest ereUs of con- 
siilerably mure than &nu i>arrela dai¬ 
ly, the principal portion of which 
was contributed by the new producer 

Okalta also affonleii a surprise. In 
.'k'ptrmber, the .No. 1 erell had no 
production. In October, deliveries of 
•*,254 barrels were received from this 
wrlf. This was due to the successful 
cleaning oul of the well eariy in the 
mmth. 

Wellington also made a notable irw 
crease with deliveries in October of 
2J»59 barrels compared with 1,199 
barreU in September. Regent in- 
creasetl deliveries by 322 barrels. 
H»mi*stend had un increase of 502 
barrels. New 5lcl)ougall Segur hail 
a slight Increase. SptM»ner was a 
little lower owing to separator od- 
juHtmenu during the month.
